Wherefore, the tax committee 
has agreed to present a resolution to 
council asking that the legislature be 
requested to amend the city’s charter 
so that the automobile may be taxed 
at so much per horse-power or 80 
much per seating capacity as may later 
be deemed advisable. 

Tax on Corporations. 

Likewise the tax committee has 
whetted its blade for certain of the 
corporations and win ask the legisla- 
ture to amend the state law 80 that 
corporations which pay a percentage 
tax may be tax@d by the city as fol- 
lows: 

„On every $100 in value of all prop- 
rty, both real and personal, includ- 


ill moneys, bonds, stocks and solvent 
debts of any street or other railroad 
company in the city of Atlanta, there 
shall. be levied a tax of $1.25 per an- 
num.“ 

Councilman Chambers, of the tax 
committee, expressed the belief that 
such an amendment will result in sev- 
eral thousand dollars’ increase in the 
revenue of the city.

TO LEASE HOTEL 


Would Pa 10 Per Cent hental 
On Ihres ment 


Tentative Offer la Made to 
Prominent Atlantan for 20 


Year Lease by One of Largest 


Hotel Operating Companies 
in the Country. 


The proposition to build 3 $1,000,000 
hotel here is taking tangible shape. 

One of the wealthiest and most pro- 
gressive men in the city has received 
from one of the largest hotel compa- 
nies in the country a tentative offer 
to lease such a hotel for twenty years, 
paying 10 per cent on the entire in- 
vestment ag rental. 

The gentleman in question has not 
only practically unlimited means at 
his disposal, but in addition has more 
than one site on Peachtree and other 
streets which are admirably adapted 
for hotel purposes, and it 16 believed 
that there is little doubt that he will 
take up the matter in the near future. 

For obvious reasons the parties in 
question wish their names w'thheld 
at present, but admit that the facts as 
stated are correct. 

The Atlantan in question declined to 
make any positive statement as to 
whether or not he was seriously con- 
sidering the proposition. On the other 
hand, however, he admitted that 10 
per cent on an investment its far above 
the average, and especially where a 
lease which runs as much as twenty 
years is given. 

A Paying Proposition. 

He also admitted that he had more 
than one lot on Peachtree, and sev- 
eral on other streets, allof them close 
enough to the heart of the citv to 
make admirable hotel sites. Further. 
he admitted that some of this prop- 
erty is not now bringing in adequate 
returns on the investment, and that 
the erection of a hotel on one of 
these would be a well-paying propost- 
tion on the basis of the offer received. 
which is $100,000 a year on a $1,000,000 
investment. 

While declining to state the name of 
the hotel company which made him 
this offer, the Atlantan to whom it 
was made states that it is one of the 
largest in the country—one on the 
strength of whose lease he would be 
fully warranted.in going ahead with 
the erection of the building. The 
company, it is understood, is ready to 
take over the building as soon as it 
can be erected. * 

While nothing definite as to this 
part of the matter is at yet known. it 
is practically’ certain that the com- 
pany making the offer has looked 
thoroughly into local conditions. That 
such a company as this is reported to 
be would make such an offer without 
having first thoroughly satisfied itself 
that there is not only ample room. but 
an actual need for such a hotel here, 
seems very improbable, and those who 
have learned of the offer say that this 
is the strongest proof so far offered 
that Atlanta is badly in need of such a 
hotel. 

Evidence of Need for It. 

That Atlantans as a class should fa- 
vor the erection of such a magnificent 
building, it is pointed out, is only 
natural; and the desire to have the 
hotel built, it is shown, might bias 
the judgment of residents of the city. 
But, say the supporters of the move- 
ment, when a corporation in another 
city, when business men who have no 
particular interest in Atlanta, believe 
that $100,000 a year would not be too 
much to pay for the privilege of oper- 
ating such a hotel, there can be no 
room for doubt but that the need is 
not only actual, but pressing. 

That the Atlanta man to whom the 
offer has been made is seriously con- 
sidering the proposition is known, al- 
though he is reticent about ciscussing 
his plans. His closest friends believe, 
however, that he willl eventually build 
the hotel, and in support of their con- 
tention, point to the fact that he be- 
eves in investing his money here, as 
is proven by large holdings in both 
improved and unimproved real estate. 

Just how the matter will come to a 
head is a matter of uncertainty at this 
time. The chamber of commerce ho- 
tel committee will probably meet next 
week, and it is probable that this of- 
fer will be brought to their attent on, 
so that in case the man to whom it 
was made does not care to take up the 


matter, the committee or the chamber | 


of commerce may take it up with tne 
hotel company direct.

SEVATORS LOCKED 


MEXICO’S REBEL LEADER AND HIS PRINCIPAL AIDS, 


They Seem Unable to Elect a 
President Pro Tempore 


Seven Ballots Taken Without 
Result, Bacon Leading Gal- 
linger by Three Votes and 
Lacking Onty Two of Elec- 
tion.

Washington, May 11.—(Special.)—A 
situation absolutely without precedent 
in the annals of the senate was pre- 
cipitated today by the attempt to elect 
a president pro tempore to succeed 
Senator Frye, of Maine, and seven bal- 
lots were unavailing in accomplishing 
that result. 

Senator Bacon, of Georgia, the unan- 
rimous. choice of the democratic side, 
led the republican caucus nominee, 
Senator Gallinger, by three votes, se- 
curing 35 to 32 for Gallinger. He 
needed two more votes to be elected, 
while Gallinger would have required 
five. Four insurgent republicans voted 
for Senator Clapp, of Minnesota, nor- 
ing the republican caucus action. 

Finally, after a three hours’ session 
of intense interest and constant uncer- 
tainty, an adjournment was had until 
Monday. Then the balloting will be 
resumed, unless in the meantime Sen- 
ator Frye agrees to withdraw his res- 
ignation in order to prevent a further 
deadlock or the election of a demo- 
crat as president pro tem. 

Situation Without Precedent. 

Such a condition of affairs has never 
been known in the senate, according to 
the recollection of precedents by the 
best posted senators. The house has 
furnished several parallels, as when 
Howell Cobb, of Georgia, was elected 
speaker by a plurality rather than a 
majority vote. Had the senate agreed 
by a majority vote to make a plural- 
ity vote decisive, Senator Bacon would 
have been elected. ; 

Throughout the balloting Senator 
Bacon, the present bellwether of the 
senate, since the retirement of Aldrich, 
voted for Tillman, but his democratic 
followers voted for Bacon. The regu- 
lar republicans and several insurgents 
voted for Gallinger, while four insur- 
gents, namely, La Follette, Bristow, 
Gronna and Pointexter, voted consist- 
ently for Clapp. Senator Clapp voted 
for Bristow as a compliment, while 
Gallinger voted for Lodge, who occu- 
pied the chair by unanimous consent 
in the place of the secretary of the 
senate. 

Senator Terrell was tn his seat and 
voted for Senator Bacon on every bal- 
lot. He was attired in a neat gray 
suit, with a blue tie, and looked well. 

Five defifecratic senators were ab- 
sent, but all were paired. 

Galleries Kept on Alert. 

The galleries were kept on the alert 
by the frequent conferences on the 
floor between Senator La Follette, the 
insurgent republican leader, ang Sen- 
ator Martin and other democrats. They 
were continually expecting an an- 
nouncement from Senator La Follette

“Rather than be forced to break my 
word to an absent senator, I would 
resist the demand of the senate, even 
if it meant my expulsion,” he declared 
with great fervor.

WOUNDED FEDERAL SOLDIERS 
| ARE IN HORRIBLE CONDITION 


Juarez, Mexico, May 11.—That the 
Mexican federal forces were almost 
entirely without provision for surgical 
and medical care was shown today 
when Red Cross surgeons and nurses 
from El Paso went to the captured city 
and took charge of the barracks and 
other temporary field hospitals, where 
scores of wounded awalted their care. 

Hollow-eyed skeletons, with gan- 
grenous wounds, gazed silently at the 
Req Cross workers as they set to work 
with disinfectants and water, to re- 
move the stench that pervaded every- 
thing. In one room, stripped and 
thrown in a heap, were found four 
dead bodies, bloated, and disfigured. 

In another room, shut off fram sun- 
light ana fresh air, were half a dozen 
other men, who had almost lost the 
semblance of human beings from ery- 
sipelas or typhoid fever. 

Another typhoid patient, all but 
naked, lay on the ground outside the 
door of one of the unventilated rooms. 
Over the mouth and eyes of the dying 
wretch hovered a swarm of flies. 

Another emaciated man  mutely 
pointed to his leg, broken by a bullet 
at Casas Grandes. A rough board, 
stretching from the hip to the ankle, 
had been bound to the fractured limb. 
The bandages had not been touched 
since the lumber splint was applied. 

Another trooper, with his thigh shat- 
tered by a bullet at Casas Grandes, had 
only bandages around the wound. He, 
too, haq received no medical attention 
since the Casas Grandes fight, and 
gangrene had set in. 

A number of other wounded men 
were in such septic condition that the 
surgeons and nurses did not dare 
touch them until they had put on rub- 
ber gloves. 

Stretched on the floor in one room 
were five wounded men. One was 
dying of a shot through the lungs. He 
had received attention from a woman, 
who crouched at the side of the un- 
conscious man, fanning the flies from 
his face and weeping silently. 

Eight cases of typhoid fever in all 
were found by the Cross corps at 
this one hospital. One was a raving 
maniac. And pervading everything 
was the host of flies. 


DIPLOMATS BEGIN MOVEMENT 
FOR PROTECTION OF FOREIGNERS 


Mexico City, Mexico, May 11.—A 
movement for the protection of for- 
eign residents in this capital in the 
event that mob violence should follow 
in the wake of the revolutionary 
movement throughout the country, was 
instituteg today by the diplomatic rep- 
resentatives of the larger countries. 

It is proposed that each colony shal] 
appoint a committee, all of the com- 
mittees to work together to form a 
— for self-defense in case of 
need. 

The movement was inftiated by. Am- 
bassador Henry Lane Wilson, the 
American representative and dean of 
the corps. At his invitation the min- 
isters or charges d’affaires of Great 
Britain, Germany, Italy, Spain and 
Belgium met and appointed a commit- 
tee, headed by Minister Cologan y 
Colagan of Spain, to place the plan be- 
fore the minister of foreign relations 
of Mexico. 

Minister de la Barra approved the 
plan as beinig possibly a se measure. 

There are, roughly estimated, 23,000 
foreigners in the capital, including 
5,000 Americans.

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THE PRISONER’S HEALTH. 


Basing its argument upon a case recently transpiring in Texas, 
The New Bedford (Mass.) Standard pleads that society more 
keenly recognizes its obligations to preserve the health of the ac- 
cused or convicted criminal. 

The instance in point came up on the appeal of a man im- 
prisoned for murder for release, on the ground that his physical 
condition was such that further confinement would jeopardize his 
health, perhaps his life. Denying the application, the court pointed 
out that almost any prisoner, under the conditions outlined, would 
suffer loss of vigor by confinement, and that the precedent sought 
to be established was a dangerous one. 

Our contemporary holds that our system of “robbing a man 
of his health” is wanting from the “civilized and economic stand- 
point.” 

Intrinsically, it is. But there is also something in the argu- 
ment of the court that turned down the specific appeal. A certain 
amount of physical deterioration is inseparable from the incarcera- 
tion of a man accustomed to an active life. But it may justly be 


said that that is part of the penalty he pays for his infraction of from every section of the state by the 


the laws of thaland. That said, it is evident that society is under 
obligation to return the prisoner to freedom in as nearly the same 
physical condition as that he enjoyed before being deprived of lib- 
erty; if, indeed, the effort should not be to even better his health. 

The obligation is coming to be more and more recognized. 

Evidence that these facts are today almost universally acted 
upon is offered in the spectacle of the majority of criminals ending 
their terms in much better condition than at the outset.

Act Increasing Pay of Superior 


Court Judges Con- 
stitutional. 


Whether it wishes to do so or not, 
the county of Richmond must pay to 
Judge Hammond, of the Augusta cir-

In a lengthy decision, written by 
Judge Lumpkin and handed down 
Thursday morning, the supreme court 
sustains the validity of the constitu- 
tional amendment passed by the legis- 
lature at the last session and validated 
at the polls, providing that counties 
containing cities of more than 34,000 


population should increase the salaries , 


of their superior court judges to $5,000 
per year, the Increase to be pafd’ out of 
the county treasury in which such city 
is located. 


Prior to the adoption of this consti- 


tutional amendment the legislature had 
passed an act to the same effect which 
did not carry an amendment to the 
constitution. 


Salary Refused Him, 


Under the original act Judge Ham- 


mond demanded his increased salary 
from the treasurer of Richmond county, 


and was refused. He carried his case 
into court and won it, but was re- 
versed by the supreme court on the 
ground that there was no provision in 
the constitution authorizing the county — 
treasurer to pay any salary in addition 


to that already authorized by the con-

SAY STAGE FOLK 
Actors Find It Difficult to Se- 
cure Adequate Accom- 

modations. | 


No one class of persons, with the 
possible exception of the traveling 
salesmen, have displayed more interest 
in the building of a new one million 
dollar hotel than members of the theat- 
rical profession, both actors and offi- 


clals of big circuits. 

The average actor gets a good sal- 
ary’ and demands the best of accom- 
modations. He spends a large part of 
his time on railroad trains, and when 
he gets to a place the size of Atlanta 
expense is no object so long as he gets 
what he wants. As a class, actors 
spend more money with hotels than 
other regular travelers. When they 
find they have to put up with second- 
class accommodations they get soré and 
give Atlanta a black eye. And nat- 
urally. They are tired and worn out 
when they leave the train, and they 
want to go to some place where it is 
cool or warm, according to the season 
of the year; where they can have baths 
attached to their rooms, and where 
they can sleep without being disturbed 
until late in the day, on acceunt of the 
late hours they keep. 

Time and time again large compa- 
nies have come to the city and their 
members have been compelled to scat- 
ter to all parts of the city to find ac- 
commodations. Frequently they had 
to put up with inferior places which 
one would consider none too good for 
a village. 

Hugh Cardoza, of the Forsyth, is in 
position to have thorough knowledge 
of this phase of the situation. 

“It would surprise you,” he said, “to 
learn the salaries that are made by 
vaudeville actors. Many of them make 
$200 and $300 a week, and some far 
more than that. Living more or less 
nomadic lives, they know practically 
nothing of the meaning of home, and 
are willing to spend and spend liberally 
to get what they want. Eating and 
sleeping, sleeping and eating, here one 
day and there tomorrow, life is not the 
round of gaiety one would imagine. 
The two items—-eating and sleep- 
ing—mean much te them; they must 
have the best to eat and the best 
places to sleep. Goodness knows, they 
deserve what other persons making far 
less money than they regard as a mat- 
ter of course. But they don’t always 
get it In Atlanta. Time and again I 
have had to scurry around and Hunt 
them rooms when they found the ho- 
tels filled. It was not always an easy 
task, and frequently they left Atlanta 
with a well-developed grouch, ex- 
pressing the hope that they would 
never return until there were more 
hotels. 

Of course, an actor must come here 
Whether he wants to or not, but it is 
different with other classes of people. I 
know for a fact that this city is losing 
a lot of Sunday business from traveling 
men who formerly came here for a day 
of rest. That was before Atlanta had 
so outgrown her hotel accommoda- 
tions. Now many of them are putting 
in the day at Chattanooga, Birming- 
ham, or Mobile, all of which are bet- 
ter equipped according to size than 
Atlanta. There is no doubt about At- 
lanta needing a hotel and needing it 
badly.”

On the Hindu drama, Dr. William 
Norman Guthrie will lecture tonight at 
8:30 o'clock at Cable hall. The lecture 
will be one which Dr. Guthrie believes 
is the most interesting in the series. 
It will be delivered under the caption 
of “The Racial Aspects of the World's 
Great Dramas.”

ON WATER SURVEY 
| 


Chamber Will Urge Legislature 
to Accept the Govern- 
ment’s Offer. 


To give to the world accurate intor- 
mation as to the water power and re- 
sources of Georgla, a movement has 
just been set on foot by the water re- 
sources committee of the Atlanta 
Chamber of Commerce, and the matter 
will probably be brought before the 
next legislature. 

An offer has recently been made by 
the director of the United States geo- 
logical survey by which Georgia will 
receive $5,000 per year to be expended 
in the charting of streams, the meas- 
urements of waterfalls and the gath- 
ering of all data concerning the water 
resources of the state. This $5,000 is 
contingent, however, upon the state’s 
donating a like amount for the same 
purpose, and it is the intention of the 
chamber committee to have that or- 
ganization use its influence in having 
the legislature make this appropria- 
tion. 

The committee went thoroughly into 
the matter at its last meeting and 
adopted ‘resolutions earnestly re- 
questing the directors of the chamber 
to take the matter up at once, give it 
their support and solicit the support of 
other commercial bodies throughout 
the state. The committee is composed of 
the following gentlemen: C. E. Caver- 
ly, chairman; B. M. Hall, W. D. Beatie, 
Hill R. Huffman, W. S. Duncan, John 
Aldrich, E. A. Hartsock and L. E 
Rogers. 


Water Resources Resolution. 
Following are the resolutions in full 


“Sho’ ter goodness he gwine ter ale. Jas passed by the committee: 


Resolved by the committee on water 
resources that we recommend to the 
directors of the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce the adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions, that, whereas, the water 
resources of the state, including its 
abundant water power, is a very valu- 
able asset, the proper utilization of 
which means much to the state; and 

“Whereas, the stream gauging and 
water power investigations of the 
United States geological survey have 
been instrumental in bringing about 
large water power developments with- 
in the state, and are necessary in order 
to insure a number of developments 
now pending; and 

“Whereas, these investigations have 
for lack of sufficient funds been con- 
fined mostly to the larger rivers, leav- 
ing hundreds of small powers yet un- 
measured; and 

“Whereas, many of the states have 
formed co-operative agreements with 
the United States geological survey by 
which both parties contribute equal 
sums of money for the work in order 
to hasten the completion of the inves- 
tigation within those states; and 

“Whereas, the director of the United 
States geological survey, through the 
chief hydrographer of the water re- 
sources branch, has extended to the 
state geologist of Georgia an offer of 
$5,000 per annum, provided another $5,- 
000 be contributed by the state survey, 
making $10,000 per annum to be ex- 
pended in the state of Georgia for 
stream gauging and water power inves- 
tigations to be conducted under the di- 
rection of the director of the United 
States geological survey by methods 
acceptable to the state geologist; 
therefore, be it 

“Resolved, by the board of directors 
of the Atlanta Chamber of Commerce, 
That we respectfully urge the general 
assembly of we to make a special 
appropriation of $5,000 to the state geo-

INDORSES NEW TAX ACT 


Assistance of Organization Is 
Pledged to Councilman 
McClelland. ; 


Indorsing Councilman McClelland’s 
new ordinance to regulate taxation, the 
Atlanta Federation of Trades has pass- 
ed a resolution commending the move- 
ment, giving definite reasons why they 
think the city charter should be amend- 
ed, and pledging their support to those 
who aid in securing the passage of the 


measure. 

The resolution, which was passed 
Wednesday, is as follows: 

“Whereas there has recently been 
introduced in council a resolution 
which has for its purpose the passing 
of a charter amendment giving to the 
city of Atlanta the charter power to 
adopt by ordinance appropriate meas- 
ures which will give full power to the 
constituted authorities to revise the 
tax returns of both realty and person- 
alty, and to provide adequate means 
for appeals from the decisions of the 
tax assessors, therefore be it 

“Resolved, first, That we, in meeting 
assembled, unqualifiedly indorse the 
said resolution, and hereby pledge our 
unqualified support to Councilman Mc- 
Cieuand in the adoption of the resolu- 
tion now pending before council, and 
an ordinance that will bring the relief 
sought. 

“Kesolved, second, That we believe 
that the method of assessing realty 
and personalty is unequal, and that a 
radical change is necessary. That such 
method as will make equality in the 
returns between the rich and poor be 
adopted. We believe that small home 
owners are paying an unjust propor- 
tion of tax, and that a large percents 
age of central realty is escaping just 
taxation, thereby putting the burden 
on the small home owners. We believe 
that many corporations, firms and in- 
dividuals are not paying more than 
10 to 15 per cent on their personalty, 
while the small owners of personalty 
are paying from 60 to 80 per cent.

New York, May 11.—A firmer tone de- 
veloped today in the securities mar ket! 
and price movements, though small, 
were, in the main, upward.

The United States Steel Corpora-’ 
tion, it was estimated, is operating 
about 61 per cent of its blast furnace 
capacity, a decrease of 11 per cent from 
the high level of the year, reached late 
in March. The movement of iron ore 
has fallen off in consequence, despite 
the recent reduction in prices. April 
shipments of Lake Superior iron ore 
from the upper lake docks were little 
more than one-fifth of the amount for- 
warded in April of last year. | 

The copper metal market was some- 
what easier today, prices here reflect- 
ing the weakness in the London metal 
market. Sales of several million pounds 
to domestic consumers are reported.

Fireless brooders are a success or 
failure, according as they are operated. 
Under favorable conditions they give 
most satisfactory results. The chicks 
grown in them are stronger and 
healthy, because they have natural 
conditions. Many have an impression 
that in a fireless brooder the chicks 
get along with little or no heat. This 
is a mistake. To do well a baby chick 
must have a temperature of at least 
956, or 100 degrees is better, during its 
rest period, the first thirty to thirty- 
six hours. 


There are many patterns of fireless 
brboders, some being complicated af- 
fairs, others very simple. The one here 
described is simple in construction and 
is satisfactory. 

The brooder is made from a cracker 
box, the dimensions being 20 inches 
long, 14 inches wide and 9 inches deép. 
The siez of the box is not material, 
though it is best not to have it too 
large, as the chickens will not be able 
to warm it. tI is also, for winter use, 
desirable to have a box made of fairly 
heavy timber. For the purpose, a soap 
box, or one made of half-inch lumber 
is better than a higher box. The cover 
is fastened on with leather hinges, as 
is also the opening in front at the bot- 
tom. The front board is hinged to 
turn down, allowing the chicks to 
leave or enter the brooder. A half- 
inch hole is bored in each back cor- 
ner for an intake of fresh air, and 
three half-inch holes are bored in each 
end and five in the back, three-fourths 
of an inch from the top, for ventila- 
tion when the cover is closed. A slat 
is nailed on Fach end inside the box, 
4 inches from the bottom, for the hover 
to rest on. The sides of the box, for 
winter use, are padded with cut hay 
or straw. A piece of burlap 8 inches 
wide and long enough to reach around 
the box is secured. Three pieces of 
lath are sawed, two the width of a

The edge of the burlap is placed under 
these laths and the laths nailed to the 
bottom of the box. The padding ma- 
terial is then put in and the loose 
end of the burlap drawn up and tacked 
to the side of the box, even with the 
cleats on which the hover rests. The 
frame of the hover is made of five 
pieces of lath. Two of the pieces are 
the length of the box inside, and cut 
to rest easily on the cleats. The three 
short pleces are one-half inch shorter 
than the long pieces, one at each end 
and one in the middle and nailed, thus 
forming a frame. The hover blanket 
is tacked to this frame so that it will 
sag in the center about 2% Inches, the 
long pieces of the frame being next to 
the blanket. This leaves the center 
short piece on top for a handle to lift 
the hover by. A curtain 3% inches 
wide is tacked to the front edge of the 
frame and covers the opening in the 
box when the door is open. This cur- 
tain is slitted every 3 or 4 inches. 
The frame being narrower than the 
box, leaves a half-inch space for air 
to pass under the house, the house is 


shoved on the cleats to either side of | 


the box. In cold weather the open- 
ing is covered and a cushion or pillow 
placed over the house to retain heat. 
This is made of a heavy layer of cot- 
ton, feathers, cut straw or other suit- 
able material, between two laying 
cheese cloth. After the chicks are 
three weeks old, or during mild 
weather, no cushion is needed. Cover 
the botom of the brooder with a news- 
paper. so it will not become solled, 
and over this place a thick layer of 
chaff, cut hay or cut straw, As the 
chickens grow this material is taken 
out until there is but a slight cover- 
ing over the floor to take up drop- 
pings. 

There is little trouble with newly- 
hatched chicks to teach them to run 
to the house when cold. They are in- 
clined to huddle up in a sunny place 
outside the brooder, and this should 
be prevented. It is necessary to teach 
them that the only place to get warm 
is under the house. 

Fifty chicks can be placed in 
brooder for the first few days, but 
usually twenty-five or thirty are as 
many as should be kept together. 
While there is little danger at first 
from crowding, they will crowd as 
soon as the chicks become stronger, 
and they’ will certainly do better in 
small flocks. 

It is necessary to have a suitable 
coop or house in which to operate a 
fireless brooder, and in this house it 
should be possible to give outdoor con-
